- NEW FORAGE PLANT.

I MERCHANTS' ASBSOCIATION,

Commissioner Taylor has recelved |
at the Agrienltural  Department the
sovids  of “Pencllarin”  a wonderful
forage plant of great valne to stock
farmers.  The broad folinge resembles
corn leaves. 1t grows to 12 or 14 feer
high, bears exlindrienl heads from 12
to 20 inches long, closely set with
thousands of tiny weeds. which are’
wrently pvellshied by poultry, 'I‘IllilI
“Pencilarie” will yield the heaviest |
erop of wny fodder plant.
